Death of O. H. Sebring 


The sudden death of O. ii. Sebring, who baa been 
Identified with the Ame nam ceramic industry for near­ 
ly a half ceil!ary, proved as much of a shock to East 
Liverpool as it did to the Mahoning eounty town which 
he founded, for he* was a native of the Pottery City. 
As tile eldest ut1 rn ber of the family, he waa active 
In the o n ration of the pottery which bore tho Sebring 
name in East Liverpool before he established his borne 
just ove r the Columbiana county line 30 years ago. 
And 
no small part of the credit for the. suc cess of the Sebring 
Interests was attributed to hun. 


With his brothers lie organized th*' Oliver China com­ 
pany, the lieut industry in Sebring. 
And their interests 
expanded in the establishment of other ceramic plants 
and allied industries. 
And, too, ho was one of the chief 
figure s in the recently oganized American Chinaware 
corporation, a $25,000,000 merger of eastern Ohio pot 
teries, including two in East Liverpool. 


Mr. Sebring was a man of ste rling Christian chara* for 
and exemplified it in his business. 
His death is a g n a t 
loss to the: town of Sebring in particular ami to the pot 
tery industry in general. 


Eating a W ay To Health 


lf the consensus of opinion of th© delegates to the 
convention of the American Medical association in P ort­ 
land, Oregon, may be taken as authority, many people 
who are eating their way into the grave may, by a 
change of diet, eat their way into many years of ex­ 
tended usefulness. 


One of the speakers revealed that a great majority 
jt his ailing patients were such because of eating im ­ 
proper foods. 
Dr. Morris Flshbien, of Chicago, editor of the Journal 
lf the American Medical association, mnde a special 
point of the need of care in his diet which the man of 
fifty should exercise. 
’"At fifty,” he said, "the average 
man may look forward to living Just past seventy. But 
lf he watches his diet, and observes the simple rules 
c f hygiene, he shall live from five to seven and a half 
years longer. 
If you would live until seventy five in­ 
stead of seventy, watch your dinner plate.’’ 
Dr. Lowell Langstroth, of San Francisco who has be­ 
come prominent in his profession because of his dietary 
researches, told of his study of 501 eases which, he said, 
represented a cross section of American life, and he 
gave figures showing how these eases, which included 
high blood pressure, hardening of the arteries, rheu­ 
matism, diabetes, heart disease and a num ber of eases 
of unexplained headaches, had been greatly improved 
by the* corrective diet. 
Referring to the 501 cases, lie 
s a id : 
’’Bread, meat, potatoes, all forms of sweet dessert, 
and the accessory 
foods, 
butter, 
cream, 
sugar, 
and 
mayonnaise, formed the bulk of the average diet, ac­ 
tually seventy nine per cent. 
Bread and butter were 
th e largest single items, sixteen and seventeen per cent, 
respectively. 
For the most part, these foods ore natural­ 
ly or artificially concentrated and free from residue, and 
at least the bread and meat have an acid ash. 
With ex­ 
ception of butter and cream, they are vitamin poor. 
"Tile protective foods formed twelve per cent of the 
average diet. 
The commonest of these are eggs, milk, 
fruit, vegetables and lettuce. 
Til© vitamins which they 
contain so abundantly have been shown by animal experi­ 
m ents to be necessary for growth, reproduction, and tile 
prevention of Hie common degenerative diseases men­ 
tioned.” 
Throughout the convention there was not a dissenting 
voice to the manifestly general view of Hie assembled 
physicians that the day of the "pill vending” doctor is 
passing and that of Hie "physician dietitian” is dawning.

schemes of production. 
Actually, the* cost of putting on 
Hie* type of picture 
which lias been 
used for sound 
movies is less than the cost of producing the big silent 
spectacle like* the famous Birth of a Nation and the 
Covered Wagon. 
However, it is costly to m ake any 
fundamental alteration in the conduct of a business. 
Shifts have to he m ade in the easting office, for Hie 
actor valuable for a silent picture may be useless for a 
sound production. 
Perform ers aro under contract and, 
In many cases, have to be continued on the pay roll 
for the life of the contract even though their services 
can not well he utilized. 
T he American public always is eager for any novelty. 
The producers put on sound pictures, working under 
pressure to make deliveries.

Eating a W ay To Health 


If the consensus of opinion of the delegates to the 
convention of the American Medical association In Port­ 
land, Oregon, may be taken as authority, many people 
who are eating their way Into the grave may, by a 
change of diet, eat their way into many years of ex­ 
tended usefulness. 


One of the speakers revealed that a great majority 
A his ailing patients were such because of eating im ­ 
proper foods. 
Dr. Morris Fishbien, of Chicago, editor of the Journal 
Vf the American Medical association, made a special 
point of the need of care in his diet which the man of 
fifty should exercise. 
’"At fifty,” he said, "the average 
m an may look forward to living just past seventy. But 
lf he watches his diet, and observes the simple rules 
of hygiene, he shall live from five to seven and a half 
years longer, 
lf you would live until seventy-five in­ 
stead of seventy, watch your dinner plate.” 
Dr. Ixiwell Langstroth, of Ban Francisco who lins be­ 
come. prominent in his profession because of bls dietary 
researches, told of his study of DOI cases which, be said, 
represented a cross section of American life, and be 
gave figures showing how these cases, which included 
high blood pressure, hardening of the arteries, rheu­ 
matism, diabetes, heart disease and a num ber of cases 
of unexplained headaches, had been greatly Improved 
by the corrective dict. 
Referring to the 501 eases, he 
said; 
"Bread, meat, potatoes, a1! forms of sweet dessert, 
and the accessory 
foods, 
butter, 
ercaxn, 
sugar, 
an*] 
mayonnaise, formed the bulk of the average diet, ac­ 
tually seventy-nine per cent. 
Bread and butter were 
th e largest single Items, sixteen nnd seventeen per cent, 
respectively. 
For the most part, these foods are natural­ 
ly or artificially concentrated and free from residue, and 
at least the bread and meat have an acid ash. 
W ith ex­ 
ception of butter and cream, they are vitamin poor. 
"The protective foods formed twelve per cent of t he 
average diet. 
T he commonest of these are eggs, milk, 
lrult, vegetables and lettuce. 
The vitamins which they 
contain so abundantly have been shown by animal experi­ 
m ents to be necessary for growth, reproduction, ami Hie 
prevention of Hie common degenerative discases men­ 
tioned.”

tion picture houses n u rinsing every week. 
The motion picture industry, like every mushroom In­ 
dustry which grows ov« m ight from a small, experi­ 
m ental business Into a gigantic one, has develope*] In a 
somewhat disorganized manner. 
Producers have acted 
without regard to ea*h other; distributors have done 
somewhat similarly; and ap to th** exhibitors, until re 
featly it has bern a ens* of every man for himself. The 
result, inevitably, has I * en a la* k of organization to 
meet the r* volutionary transition from silent to sound 
pl* lur* s. 
Will Hays, former Postmaster General of the Unit**]

arid Distributors association, has been call**! the czar, 
the supreme arbiter of Hie rnovj* industry.

most any problem. 
JI* has functioned successfully in 
man;, movie cris*s hut has never been confronted by a 
situation such as now exists. 
The whole motion picture 
industry lias its eyes upon him a d so would the general 
public have were it Informed of th*- tremendous drama 
faking plate behind th*1 scenes in the industry. 
This is what has been and now 1s happening. With the 
advent of tile synchronized talking pictures, the public 
nearly everywhere has demanded them. 
In order to 
hold their business, motion picture theaters in even the 
smaller towns have been required to Install tho clee 
triial equipment necessary to present sound shows. For 
even a small town theater, the cost of installing a sound 
reproducing machine is in the neighborhood of $1500. 
That is a considerable capital investm ent for the owner 
of a small theater to make. 
He must sell a lot of tickets 
to pay for the equipment. 
Next, producers 
have had 
to change their whole 
schemes of production. 
Actually, the cost of putting on 
the type of picture 
which has been 
used for sound 
movies is less than the cost of producing the big silent 
spectacle like the famous Birth of a Nation and the 
-’overed Wagon. 
However, it is costly to make any 
fundamental alteration in the conduct of a business. 
Shifts have to be m ade in the casting office, for the 
actor valuable for a silent picture may be useless for a 
sound production.

They are most guilty of the 
crime of carelessness, and death takes 
a heavy toll among them. 
Forty-four 
per cent of the victims of drowning 
are between these ages. 
"Fear attacks 
the 
inexperienced 
swimmer, frequently causing him to 
lose his life within sight and hearing 
of companions. This accounts for tho 
fact that a large percentage of the 
drownings occur 
within 20 feet 
of 
shore. 
Diving into w ater w ithout ac­ 
curate knowledge of Its 
depth, 
or 
whether the bottom is clear of debris 
also accounts for many accidents.” 
The death rate by drowning has cie 
creased when it 1s taken into consid­ 
eration how many m ore people seek 
th© water resorts than in past years, 
the Red Cross Life Saving instructor 
said.
